Applicant's election without traverse of "Species VIII, Fig. 16, including claim 27-30" in the reply filed on 29 April 2005 is 
acknowledged. Claims 27-30, however, do not read on the elected species as this species does not include a "perpendicular magnetic 
recording medium" nor a "recording element", for instance. Accordingly, all claims would be withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.
